Examiner's Amendment

No reference nor combination of references was found which teaches a transfer case or 
power transfer unit including a bi-directional overrunning mode clutch with two rings having 
cam tracks, rollers disposed between the two tracks, an actuator ring supported for translational 
movement and having a lug within an actuation slot in a second of the two rings, a biasing unit 
for biasing the actuator ring toward a first position, and a drag band for exerting a drag force on 
the actuator ring, the bi-directional overrunning mode clutch being operable in three modes to 
establish on-demand four-wheel drive, locked four-wheel drive, and two wheel drive, as required 
by claims 13, 20, and 26.
